Pastor Russell said that many who 
read his sermons in the newspapers 
will laugh at what may seem to be 
his superstitious belief that fallen 
angels are in close propinquity with 
humanity—a continual power for evil, 
God on" Truth opposing.

STANDARDIZATION OF PARTS. 
Eli Whitney’s Scheme Revolutionized 
the Manufacturing Business, 
The system of the standardization of 
parts, now so universal, originated with 
Eli Whitney, the inventor of the cot- 
ton gin, when be undertook to make 
muskets. The government gave him a 
contract in 1793 for 10,000 stands of 
arms, ulthough he had no “plant” for 
their manufacture. He built a small 
factory in New Haven, Conn., and be- 
gan work, but found a great obstacle 
in the difficulty of gettiug good work- 
men, especially those capable of acting 
as foremen under his novel methods. 
His plan, as is pointed out by George 
Iles iv a recent original study of Whit- 
ney’s achievements, was to make of 
his factory a single huge machine. In 
an armory before Whitney’s day each 
man, highly skilled, produced by him- 
self a distinct part of a musket. This 
division of labor Whitney supplanted 
by so apportioning work that little or 
no skill was demanded. He separated 
the various tasks and at each of these 
operations kept a group busy. For 
their assistance he simplified each op- 
eration and introduced three aids since 
Indispensable in manufacture—drilling 
by templets or patterns, filing by jigs 
or guides and milling irregular forms. 
From first to last a model musket 
was copied with precision so that ev- 
ery lock, for example, was exactly like 
every other among thousands. When 
all the parts needed to form a weapon 
were assembled they united much su- 
perior to a musket formed on any oth- 
er plan. In case of repair a pew part 
exactly fitted the place of an old part 

and ata trifling cost. 

In order to accomplish bis purpose 
and carry out his contract, whose exe- 
cution was much prolonged, Whitney 
was obliged to invent pew tools and 
machines ut every step, none of which 
wus patented. By doing so he not only 
greatly improved the dnish and accura- 
cy of his guns and the speed of their 
manufacture, but so impressed the val- 
ue of the idea of standardization upon 
the minds of manufacturers that it was 
presently applied in otber trades and 
bas long since become the rule in man- 
ufacturing.—Hurper’s-

It remains to be 
seen how it will come through the 
freezing and thawing of spring.

durable paint. For covers, the most 
durablo and satisfactory water-proof- 
ing is galvanized iron. Then for pro- 
tection from hot sun in summer and 
cold spring and fall a cover should be 
packed. 


Mice are reported to be bad in some | 


parts and the little rascals can do aj; 
lot of harm in boxes where bees or 
combs are packed. They are very 
fond of honey and dead bees and will 


destroy combs to get access to either. 

They also find the packing material 
nice for making nests right close to 
the cluster of bees. Of course this 
kind of thing would not be tolerated 
by the bees in summer, but now they 
are asleep and will not defend then- 
selves but suffer heavy loss from sees 
so disturbed. Wintering boxes shoul 
by rights, be mouse-proof, but it is not 
always easy to have them so. The 
alternative is a free use of mouse traps 
and poison. 

Out-of-door wintered bees must by 
all means be sheltered from cold winds. 
This is especially necessary on the 
approach of spring when brood rear- 
ing will be starting and all the heat 
possible must be retained in the hives 
to aid incubation. Remember that 
the brood chamber of a hive is an in- 
cubator whose temperature is kept up 
by natural heat generated by the 
nurse bees who “sit” on the eggs and 
young larvae. If the hive is cold the 


brooders have to sit closer together 
and cannot cover sO many eggs or 
larvae. 

If the hive is warm they can spread 
out and cover more brood. This 
means more young bees will be hatch- 
ed in the same time. Then when 
summer comes there will be more 
avorkers in the hive to gather honey. 


Anyone who thinks about this fora 
moment will see why all hives should 
He kept warmly packed and shelteaed 
from cold winds during what bee- 
Keepers call the spring breeding up 
time, right up to settled warmer 
weather. 

On the other hand entrances must 
not be closed. There is that about 
bee nature which does not brook con- 
finement and except when bees are 
screened in for moving they must 
jhave “‘free ingress and egress” to their 
hives. On bright, cold days it is well 
to shade the entrance however lest 
the sunshine tempt some bees to come 
out and be lost on the snow.
